VOLTA RIVER DAM CONSTPUCTION--Accra, 3 Aug (AFP)--Ghana and Upper Volta 
have achieved a breakthrough in negotiations for construction of a dam 

in Ghana on the Black Volta and another on the same river in Upper Volta, 

a Ghanaian minister announced here. George Benneh, the minister for lands, 
naturel resources, fuel and power, was speaking to reporters on his return 
from a meeting in Ivory Coast. Mr Benneh headed a four-man delegation to a 
meeting with ministers from Upper Volta and Ivory Coast on cooperation over 
the Black Volta River hydroelectric and other development potential. The 
river runs through the three countries. Mr Benneh said negotiations on 
the hydroelectric development, which began in 1974, had now been success- 
fully concluded and that there had been general agreement. He said that 
Upper Volta and Ivory Coast had agreed that the Dui Dam in the Brong Ahafo 
region, northern Ghana, should be constructed and that the two countries 
would support Ghana's application to organisations for its financing. The 
second dam is to be at Noumiel in Upper Volta. [Text] [Paris AFP in

NATLONAL COUNCIL RECOMMENDATLONS TO GOVERNMENT 
Bissau NO PL..ITCHA in Portuguese 29 Jul 80 p 3 


[Text] The poor agricultural year that is approaching, with sparse rainfall, 
was one of the most important points discussed at the fifth meeting of the 
PAIGC Guinea-Bissau National Council, which assessed the report on the 
situation presented by Comrade Mario Cabral, state commissioner for rural 
development. 


The CNG (Guinea-Bissau National Council! recommends "adoption of the mea- 
sures proposed" in the report "relative to manioc, beans, corn varieties 
[milhos preto, bassil e cavalo) and better use of rainfall for the other 


crops. 


Also specially recommended for agriculture is “establishment of irrigated 
perimeters whenever possible, in order to increase agricultural production 
and yield and reduce the consequences of sparse and irregular rainfall.” 


The meeting was held from 2) to 25 July at party headquarters in Bissau 
under the chairmanship of Comrade Jo. o Bernardo Vieira and with the presence 
of Comrade Luiz Cabral, associate secretary general of the party. 


Comrade Luiz Cabral made an important speech in which he attacked the fail- 
ure to comply with the meetiug schedule of the CNG Permanent Committee, 

the delay in executing the Veterans Association project and the bad habit 
of committees appointed within the CNG of not beginning their activities 
until the day before ea meeting. 


The CNG approved the report submitted by its secretary, Comrade Otto Schacht, 
and the reports of the Party Committee of the Bissau Autonomous Sector as 
well as those of the regional secretaries of the party organization and 

the chairmen of the sectoral committees of state. It decided to “recommend 
inspection visits to the regions in order to effectively support and con- 
trol committee activities in all aspects, especially financial." 


The CNG urge: “Interior Commission officials who were in the armed struggle 
for national liberation to bring about cultural and professional improvement 

















as an indispensable condition to enrich Cheir contribution ta Cals phase vot 
the struggle. This improvement eftort should be supported by the Director- 
ate General of the Interior, which is required to provide these workers with 
the chance to attend courses and seminars on administration and to encourage 
their efforts for general cultural improvement." 


The religious freedom conferred in our constitution has a times been per- 
verted by certain elements to the point of raising false problems. This 
subject was discussed at the meeting and the CNG "is pleased" with the at- 
tention this matter has been given by the party's High Directorate and 
urges continued action "with serenity and firmness in all matters related 
to religion, never permitting activity by irresponsible elements who abuse 
the religious freedom recognized by our state to lead them to act contrary 
to the party's fundamental options in religious matters." 


The CNG decided that "the Justice Commission is to make a pretounc study 
of the problem of resurgent crime in the nation," in order «. “propose to 
the government adoption of a system of dynamic and effective “dicial or- 
ganization compatible with the state's budgetary capacity anc ‘ « availa- 
bility of Guinean cadres for the Justice Commission." 


Frontier traffic was also brought up at the meeting, as there is a need to 
define a framework for action by the various administrative agencies: the 
Customs Directorate General, the State Interior Commission and the State 
Commission for Commerce and Industry. 


Regarding transit of persons and goods to adjacent countries, the CNG 
recommends that the government "study the subject in order to clearly de- 
fine the jurisdiction of each department" and calls attention of "the 
State Commission of the Interior, particularly of its National Border 
Guard Directorate, to organization of frequent and regular inspections of 
its units dispersed along the borders." 


On 25 July the Police and Public Order Directorate took some measures to 
rid Bissau of anti-social elements who are engaged in activities incompat - 
ible with the options of our party. The CNG decided to "congratulate and 
encourage police authorities in pursuing with determination execution of 
such measures" in order to preserve law and order, 


The National Council decided it was necessary to assure the success of the 
first UNTG [National Union of Guinean Workers] congress that is appropriate 
to the most important event in the history of our labor movement and voted 
to “congratulate the UNTC secretariat on the work it did in preparing the 
framework for the first congress, and to support the proposal that it be 
postponed until a date to be determined in accordance with the national 
schedule of party and mass organization activities." 


Taking into account the growing importance of the section on organization 
and training of CNG cadres and the many tasks of that section that suggest 
the need for making that position more professional, the CNG recommended 
to the "Permanent Committee and the CNG Secretariat the analysis of this 
question in order to arrive at realistic solutions that can assure normal 


development of the work of organization."

(Text) The Guinea-Bissau/Cuba Friendship Associatio: has been formed in 
Bissau. The official ceremony took place Tuesday in the Third Congress 
meeting hal’, with the presence of several party and state officials, the 
Cuban ambassador to our government, Comrade Alfonso Peres Moralles, and 
members of the association and their guests. 


The association, according to its statutes (with 5 chepters and 44 articles) 
approved by 4 majority of its members, will help promote and strengthen 
mutual friendship and trust between the peoples of the two éister nations, 
forged since the first moments of our armed struggie for national libera- 
tion ard consolidated in this phase of reconstruction through the presence 
in our country of Cuban technicians in nearly all sectors. 





The association also intends to promote cooperation in science, technology, 
culture and sports and will disseminate information about Guinean and Cuban 
history, economice, art and literature to stimulate reciprocal knowledge 
of the two peoples’ way of life. 


Members who will serve on the Board of Directors, the General Assembly,

The post of chairman of the Board of Directors will be held 
by Comrade Antonio Buscardini; vice chairman, Daniel Sow; treasurer, Arcilia 
Barreto; first and second secretaries, Manuela Vieira and Norberto de 
Carvalho. Comrade Eduardo Pinto wa: elected chairman of the Auditing Com- 
mittee; Aliu Bari, culture chairman; Huco, sports and recreation chairman; 
and Cancam, information and publicity chairman. At this moment the associ- 
ation has about 600 enrolled membere. 


In a speech, Comrade Antonio Buscardini told the members they must be alert

MOI APPEALS TO FOREIGN BUSINESSES TO EMPLOY KENYANS

[Excerpt] Hie Excellency President Daniel Arap Moi has appealed to all 

‘ privately owned foreign comercial and industrial institutions operating 
in Kenya to involve Wananchi in both ownership and top managerent. 
President Moi spelled out the kind of involvement required by the govern- 
ment and warned that he did not approve of window-dressing, but meaningful 
involvement in every sense. 


His Excellency eaid thie today at a luncheon hosted in his honor by the 
Kenya Commercial Bank in Nairobi. He said privately owned banks operating 
in Kenya should identify themselves more with the country through e2lling 
shares to Wananchi. President Moi said the goverment did not wish to 
continue more nationally owned institutions [as heard] because already 

the established ones play a prominent part in promoting Kenya's pattern 

of development. 


His Excellency emphasized that what the government would do was to 
strengthen the effectiveness of such institutions. He said privately 
owned organizations form the second part of Kenya's development strategy, 
which must be recognized by foreign-owned organizations, and it is the 
government's determination that it must succeed. 


His excellency said thet there was great need for public cooperation to 
serve 48 4 pacesetter for the private sector in serving the needs of the 
Wananchi and in the promotion of national development as a whole. The 
president declared that Kenya had been brave, but what is required of ali 
those charged with the responsibility of managing our national affairs 
was dedication to duty in order to achieve greater productivity. 


He stressed that Kenya had decided on the path of a mixed economy since 
irdependence and assured the banking industry that te policy of the 
government has not changed on the question of nationalization. Instead 
of nationalizating the banks, the president said, the government set up 
government-owned banks which operated on a commercial basis and today the 
government plays a very significant role in the financial sector of the 
country's economy.

Disclosing this today in Monrovia at a press conference, Justice Minister 
Chea Cheapoo explained that the $1.6 sillion constituted the accounts of 
(Vanclar) Timber Company in Sinoe county, which was kept at the City Bank 
in New York. 


Minister Cheapoo was commenting on his recent l4-day trip abroad to France, 
the Bahamas, Great Britain and the United States to work out th possi- 
bility of retrieving monies depositea there by former government officials 
of the Tolbert Government. Minister Cheapoo, however, said that $600,000 
of the money was used to pay debts incurred by (Vanclar) and a lawyer in 
both the United States ond the Bahamas who were hired by the government to 
presse charges against tose banks to get back all of what he described 

as “illegal” (?monies) deposited there. 


Mr Cheapoo also confirmed that the True Whig Party's former secretary 
general, Clarence Simpson, had withdrawn $750,000 from the True Whig's 
accounts at the Chase Manhattan Bank in the United States before his 
delegation arrived there.

ENGINEERING STUDENTS TO .NDLA=~Sixteen Malawian students will go to India 
in October for degree courses in the engineering faculiy at Jodhpur Univer~ 
sity. Speaking about the programme, the Indian High Cowmtesioner in Malawi, 
Mr. P. S&S, Sahai eaid it will help cement the friendly relations between 

the two countries. The Indian High Commissioner explained that the Malawi 
Government, Todian Government and the United Nations Development Programme 
UNDP are working on a joint project to meet the manpower requirements in 
the engineering sector. Mr. Sahai s*ated that this project, the first 
phase which will start thie October will be for 16 studente to do degree 
courses in engineering at Jodhpur University. He said out of 16 students, 
nine will specialise in civil engineering, four in mechanical engineering 
and three in electrical engineering. The 16 candidates who have been se- 
lected are working with the Miniatry of Works and Supplies, added Mr. Sahai. 
The project is to train up to 60 students in engineering during a five 

year period. The first 16 students will leave in October this year and 
another 16 will leave in Auguet next year. The project is funded by Uni-

COMPARISON DRAWN BETWEEN TWO PARTY CONGRESSES

‘Editorial: "Two Congresses, Two Policies") 


Text | Several days ago the congress of the RPR [Rally for the Republic | 
in Reunion ended. In two days the work of the Fifth Congress of the 
Reunion Communist Party (PCR) will begin. 


A comparison of these two congresses is instructive in more than one way. 
The way in which the preparations fur and goals of its congress are con- 
ceived clarifies the real role and ideals of any given party. 


Everyone knows that the Fifth Congress of the PCR has been the focus of 
the concerns of its leaders, members, organizations and the publications 
for months now. During this time the communists in Reunion have been 
called upon to prepare for their congress, to strengthen their party in 
quality and quantity, to reflect on its policy, to subject to critical 
examination the actions of the past in order the better to be able to 
pursue the battles of the future. 


A political program has been submitted by the party leadership to all 
the members of the party. Each individual on every level has been in- 
vited to express himself, to make proposals, to contribute to the draft- 
ing of the policy of the PCR. 


In each section, the delegates to the congress have been elected by their 
conference, and will represent all the comrades in their sectors. 


Indeed, these preparations have come up against difficulties due to the 
colonial heritage, reflected in illiteracy, difficulty in expressing 
oneself in public and underestimation of the personal contribution. But 
no one can deny that the PCR is the only organization in our country to 
prepare the meeting of its highest body so serious'y, in such depth. It 
is the only one to provide such a structure for information, exchange, 
contemplation and organization of the action of the people of Reunion. 
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in this regard the RPR provides a striking contrast: preparations which 
are the exclusive concern of the general staff, participants rallied by 
all means, whether or not they are members of the RPR, leading lights

At this very special moment in party activity, TEMOIGNAGES has attempted 
to set forth the basic problems, as the reports published in the past 
few days in our pages reveal, The PCR is setting forth solutions which 
are the product of this analysis of the specific situation in Reunion. 


Conversely, a reading of the proposals of the RPR clearly shows that this 
government party wants to continue to fit our country into the format of 
"solutions" developed outside Reunion, in which the interests of the 
people of Reunion are never reflected. The "Lines of Action" of the RPK 
for the resolution of the unemployment problem are in this regard a good 
example: They come down to a single real measure--sending the sons and 
daughters of the island away at a rate of 8,000 per year, and "enriching" 
the people of Reunion by organized exile! 


A compariso: of these two congresses in fact reveals the basic difference 
between the PCR and the parties of the right in Reunion. The right-wing 
party, the RFR and the UDF [French Democratic Union] are parties which 
want to impose their will on the masses by any means and to subject them 
to the goals of the privileged and of colonialism.

REPORT ON FLFTH CONGRESS OF REUNION COMMUNIST PARTY 
Congress Summarized

(Text | Mixing in fraternal fashion, men and women in all the districts, 
planters and doctors, ccastruction workers and teachers, office employees 
and the unemployed, the young and the old. Faces seamed by a difficult 
life, faces glowing with youth--one needs only a glance at each neighbor- 
hood delegation, each section, and Reunion leaps to the eye. 


The real image of the people of Reunion was indeed visible here at the 
port during the three days of the Fifth Congress of the Reunion Communist 
Party. 


In view of this evident presence of a people struggling to take their 
future in hand, one cannot help but think of the laughable distortions of 
certain distinguished minds who ask seriously if the people of Reunion 
exist. 


And the Fifth Congress represented an important moment in the assertion 

of the awareness of these people. For 3 days the congress discussed its 
struggles, its hopes, its mistakes and the havoc imposed on the country 

by the colonial policies, its desire to understand the moving reality of 
the country, its will to forge a free and democratic future. 


Hundreds and hundreds of delegates meeting here, the officials produced 
by the people of Reunion, stated the strength and the irreplaceable role 
of their party in the future of their country. The communist party has 
launched a constant battle to oppose assimilation, organized immigration, 
relief, fraud, corruption, violence and colonialist mistrust. It has 
been able to sink its roots in the living forces in the country, to imbue 
the masses with the will to resist, to provide them with organizations 
for combat, to put them on the offensive. 


It is indeed of an offensive that one must speak in defining this con- 
gress, which was from beginning to end the congress of the people of 
Reunion on their feet. 
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The heart of Reunion beat for 3 days in the Louis Payet Gymnasium, All 

of the talk, from the report of the Central Committee at the beginning 

of the congress to the closing address, was of Reunion, the men and women 
who live there. The slogans posted in giant letters--"Self-Determination, 
Democratic and Popular Autonomy," "Decolonization of the DOM-TOM Overseas 
Departments and Territories|," "For the Indian Ocean, a Zone of Peace," 
"Anti-Imperialist Solidarity," "Solidarity With the Peoples of France 

and Reunion," and the speeches which followed the report of Secretary 
General Paul Verges, went straight to the heart of the basic concerns of 
the people of Reunion. 


These concerns include the future of the young people, the number one 
question in a country in which two out of three citizens are under 25 
years of age, the deterioration of living conditions, the danger of 
alienation lurking in the deceptive refuge inherent in the consumer 
society, and the struggle necessary on all political and cultural levels 
to assert the identity of Reunion. 


Another concern is the emigration which has already taken 100,000 of its 
children away from Reunion and which the righ-wing would like to see con- 
tinue at the rate of 8,000 per year. This is likely, if not opposed 
unrelentingly, to make of a young country a nation of “old folks and 
kids."' And the congress delegates knew what their comrade on the rostrum 
meant. It was no university thesis they were hearing but the tale of 
their lives, their fathers or brothers, their sons or daughters, forced 
to leave the country to escape poverty. 


Another concern is the deterioration of living conditions with the con- 
stant rise in prices and the increasing unemployment at a cataclysmic 
level. The delegates to the congress in whole understood this because 
they have had the experience in mind and body that these were words of 
truth, since 85 percent of them were small planters, farm workers, un- 
employed industrial working men and women. They are familiar with the 
misdeeds of the colonial policy. 


Domestic information is another issue. The role assigned it at the 
congress reflects the desire, the will of an entire people to obtain for 
themselves the right to speak, to put an end to the constant lies, the 
campaigns orchestrated against communism and the liberation movement. 
The resolute indictments made against the FR3, the constant weapon of 
fraud, was not a stylistic exercise. The people of Reunion will no 
longer allow the FR3 to be closed to their deepest aspirations. When the 
FR3 cameramen came to get some pictures on Monday afternoon, the 1,000 
delegates rose to their feet spontaneously and let their desire for free 
information, their will to win the right to speak over the FR3 airwaves 
be known. Standing for long minutes, brandishing red flags bearing the 
symbols of the Fifth Congress of the PCR, they chanted their demands: 
"Liberate FR3!"" and "Verges on the Television." This will which has 
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profoundly seized the people will in the end carry the day despite pre- 
fects, the directors of the ORTS (Office of French Broadcasting and 
Television) and zealous servants of manipulation! 


Yet another issue is the constant struggle of the party to maintain the 
spirit of struggle and resistance, to find the best forms of organization 
and the most original and just measures with which to deal with the 
gangsters, fraud and reactionary municipalities. And the impassioned 
report of it made in an analysis of the work of the section by the 
secretary of Riviera Saint-Louis shows what a mass and class party is-- 
a party which analyzes the social fabric of the environment in which it 
functions, the various forces present, the weaknesses and the assets of 
its organization, one which knows how to become a reserve force, a 
counterweight to a pro-fascist mayor's office and its gangsters, knowing 
how to establish bold and achievable goals, capable of seeing its short- 
comings and correcting them. 


Another issue is the role of women in the political battle, taking care 
to analyze the specific aspects of the situation of women in Reunion, 
their weight in political battles as voters and party members, the 
heritage in their minds from the colonial past, which neither men nor 
women militants have been spared, tne ned to struggle to triumph over 
centuries of silence and submission to oppose the ideological campaign 
of the right wing, which makes of women its favorite target. 


The entire party must combat this contempt for women inherited from the 
colonial society. There are principles of womens' rights on which no 
one must compromise and it is the responsibility of the party to join in 
fact and in militant action in the struggle of men and women for their 
liberation. 


Matters cannot be settled by a simple wave of a magic wand, but one of 
the great merits of this congress will be that it made of the women's 
issue a political question on which the entire party must respond. 


Another issue is the cultural question, which was raised a number of 
times and which the party is called upon to deal with more vigorously 
and carefully, for it expresses the will and the pride inherent in being 
citizens of Reunion, to which the young citizens affirm their demand for 
the development of the personality of the citizens of Reunion. 


Yet another issue is democratic and popular autonomy, the option for 
which was confirmed by the entire communist party as the political key 
to the liberation of the people of Reunion and its development. The 
militants who left the congress hall Monday eveniny knew that the path 
lying before them ie not strewn with roses, and difficult battles await. 
They must be, as Paul Verges said in his closing address, “everywhere 
and on all fronts." They must respond to and be attentive to everything, 
giving all the problems their political importance. In other words, 
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they must show their links with colonial policy and their solution in 
the battle for autonomy! 


They must face up well to the test but "autonomy will be won.” "Slavery 
was abolished 132 years ago above ali thanks to the battle of the French 
progressives, and today it is we, the people of Reunion, who will win 
our liberation.” "It 18 we who are Reunion on its feet." These proclama- 
tions by the secretary general of the PCR were acclaimed by a congress 
which was enthusiastic and confident of the future, of its cause. The 
first goal is to exceed 10,000 members in 1981! 


Yet another issue was solidarity with the FRAPAR |Anti-Colonialist Front 
for the Self-Determination of Reunion], 


The content of the addresses and speeches by representatives of the 
organizations making up the FRAPAR showed the profounc agreement within 
its member organizations (PCR, CGTR [General Confederation of Labor of 
Reunion], FSAR, UFR [Women's Union of Reunion], TCR [Christian Witnesses 
of Reunion], and UGTRF [General Union of Reunionese Workers in France ]) 
on the autonomous solution and on the desire to strengthen the existing 
unity still furthe:. 


Internationalist solidarity was another issue discussed, 


Throughout the congress the communists of Reunion bore witness to the 
fact that their battle has benefited from the active support of the 
revolutionary and democratic forces throughout the world. Thirty-two 
messages were received from other communist or progressive parties in 
Africa, Asia, Europe and Latin America. 


The speeches by representatives of the delegtions from Japan, Guadalupe, 
Madagascar, Cuba and France, while stressing the international dimensions 
of the Fifth Congress of the PCR, also provide a striking example of 
internationalist solidarity. All of these delegates coming from 
different countries, from the various corners of the earth, asserted the 
shared ideal of national liberation, justice and socialism. They 
asserted their will to wage the battle to make of the Indian Ocean a 

zone of peace, to push back the aggressive intrigues of the imperialists, 
to bring down the apartheid regime in South Africa, and to liberate 
Namibia. All expressed solidarity with the struggle of the PCR and 
confirmed the right of the people of Reunion alone to choose the path of 
their future. We will deal later with the addresses from each of the 
delegations, but as of today we want to thank the guests and brothers in 
combat from Japan, Madagascar, Cuba, Guadalupe and France for their 
valuable contributions.

Message From UGTRF

[Text] The following is the text of the message delivered on behalf of 
the bureau of UGTRF to the Fifth Congress of our party by Yves Van der 
Ecken. 
"Dear friends and comrades: 
The General Union of Reunionese Workers in France, which rallies together 


citizens and emigrants from Reunion, presents its fraternal greetings to 
the Fifth Congress of the Reunion Communist Party. 
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it is with emotion and concern that our delegation is following the work 
of this Fifth Congress. 


The emigration, offically established since 1963, has drained off more 
and more young people to France, 


At the beginning, only a few hundred left every year. Now the average 
is 5,000 to 6,000 departures, 


The reasons they leave are well known to you: unemployment, poverty and 
the desire of the regime to empty the country of its revolutionary 
forces. 


In the long run, emigration means disaster for the country. 


Already, in the Antilles, the population is decreasing in absolute terms 
and there is talk of genocide. 


What will be the fate of Reunion in 10 or 20 years if the majority of 
the young people must leave? How can it manage to produce the wealth 
capable of feeding the population? 


Is Reunion doomed to become a nation of children and grandparents’ 


The question must be asked, for emigration, as it is currently conceived, 
mortgages the social, economi and political future of the island, 


Thus it turns its back on the very interests of the country and those of 
its emigres. 


There are currently 100,000 men and women from Reunion in France, in- 
cluding 20,000 children. 


This mass phenomenon, this numerical volume, has been made possible by 
the development of family groups, who have many relatives and, in order 
not to remain here alone, go to join their children, 

Emigration as it is conceived now, is a definitive step to settle those 
who leave in France to work. There are two or three times as many 
Reunionese mailmen in France as there are in Reunion, and there are no 
jobs for railroad workers here. 

The possibilities of change dwindle from year to year. 


The separation from the homeland becomes definitiv>. 


The emigrants must face all kinds of difficulties--racism, unemployment, 
difficulty in finding housing. 
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And when they want to come back here on vacation, they come up against 
the constantly increasing cost of travel. This is why we are currently 
waging a battle for the right to a vacation every 2 years. 


Thus it is obvious that the struggle must move in two directions. 


The improvement in living and working conditions for emigrants will come 
with improvement for the workers as a whole. Thus it is necessary to 
participate in the struggles of the workers class and in its class 
Organizations. 


In particular we must stress here and hail the undertakings of the CGT 
[General Confederation of Labor] and the French Communist Party, which 
they have undertaken and are undertaking to satisfy the needs of the 
citizens in France who come from the DOM, 


By way of example, and as a reminder, we might mention the inter- 
professional day of action organized by the CGT last 26 June. This was 
the first time that a trade union organization had appealed to both the 
public and private sector together, in all the people of the Antilles, 
French Guiana and Reunion to join in their activity. 


Finally, it is impossible to separate the emigration struggle from that 
of the people of Reunion. 


Half of the working class of Reunion is now in France. This is a basic 
fact which must be taken into account. 


This explains why emigration plays an active role in the battle of the 
people of Reunion to take their destiny in hand. 


The regime had expected a respite in the intensification of emigration. 
It is forcing thousands of young people to lea.« the country every year. 
It wanted to divert them from the anticolonialist battle. It wanted to 
accelerate its policy of assimilation. To this, the emigrants, with 
their organization, the General Union of Reunionese Workers in France, 
answered no!, organizing in the FRAPAR and taking their rightful place 
in the anticolonialist struggle. 


The colonial regime thought it could definitively estrange a party of 
the sons and daughters of Reunion. But when catastorphe, in the form of 
hurricane Hyacinth, struck the country, it was they who mobilized to 
develop solidarity. 


Dear friends and comrades: 


We can no longer, you can no longer, after having raised your children 
to the age of 20, sometimes at the cost of great sacrifice, tolerate

DETAILS ON PCR CONGRESS 
Breakdown on Delegates 
Saint Denis TEMOIGNAGSS in French 17 Jul 80 p 3 


(Text ] Julien Ramin, reporting in the name of the credentials’ committee 
of our party's Mifth Congress, was able to say that "the PCR [ Reunionese 
Communist Party] is truly the party which represents and defends the 
working classes directly involved with indispensable changes.” 


Indeed, this is evident in examining the figures given about both the 
social composition and the relatively large number of youth and women 


participating. 


Of the 1,022 delegates, 319 were women, 31.5 percent of the congress. 
When we consider the problems women have leaving their homes for 2 1/2 
days, we can be proud of this turn-out, greater than that of the last 
congress, while stressing the need to make greater progress so that 
women can take their full place in the political battle. 


We can also be pleased that 308 young people under 25 participated and 
thus represented 30 percent of the congress. Certainly, that too is 
still inadequate, but the report rightly emphasizes the extent of emigra- 
tion which deprives our party of young workers who have, quite naturally, 
an inclination to participate in our party's struggle. It is also 
remarkable that a sizable number of young people belong to the FJAR 
[Autonomist Youth Front of Re.nion] but are not PCR militants. 


Many workers between 25 and 60 and very old workers faithful to their 
party make a considerable contribution to the daily tasks of our party 
as well as propaganda. The average age at the congress mirrors the 
entire representation. Our party must, however, make an effort to 
include many more young people who must seize their country’s destiny 
with their hands. 


As for social classes, more than one-third of the delegates (380) were 
workers, either day laborers or manual laborers (328) and 52 were 
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domestics, 


There were 117 farmers, 124 employees from the private sector, 62 offi- 
cials, 23 merchants and craftemen, 2 doctors, 21 students and 50 re- 
tirees or older working people. 


The congress included 97 unemployed and 146 people who listed no pro- 
fession, obviously most of them were women, 


When we look at the occupations and incomes, it is obvious that most 
delegates to the congress (workers, farmers, craftsmen, small business- 
men, the unemployed) have been directly affected by the crisis and that 
our party must continue its fight to make these workers the first 
beneficiaries of the popular democratic autonomy which we are demanding 
and which will satisfy the deep desire for dignity of each inhabitant of 
Reunion. 


Andre Lajoinie Address 
Saint Denis TEMOIGNAGES in French 17 Jul 80 pp 4-5 
(Text] Andre Lajoinie represented the PCF [French Communist Party] at 
the Fifth PCF Congress. The PCF leader left Reunion on 16 July 1980 on 
the regular Air France flight at 2205 hours. 


We are publishing below the speech he gave Monday at the party congress. 


This speech forcefully and clearly reaffirms the position of a great 
French party, the PCF, on current colonial questions. 


Sooner or later, this position of consistent anticolonial solidarity 


will triumph, Out of respect for the French people, we have never con- 
fused them with French colonialisa, 


Dear Comrades, 


Let me first extend to your Fifth Congress, its delegates and all com 
gunists of Reunion the warm, brotherly greeting of the French Communist 


Party and its secretary general, Georges Marchais. 
Your congress is of the utmost importance in the current situation. 


Paul Verges's report and the delegates’ speeches have shown the failure 
of the so-called departmentalization policy. 


The Situation is Getting Worse 
Concealed behind demagogic formulas, the policy of colonial pillage is not 
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only continuing, but everything shows it is increasing deliberately 
today, leading Reunion and its people into a situation which is getting 
much worse, 


You know this situation well because you live it, submit to it every day. 


Unemployment affects nearly one-half of the population, there is wide- 
spread underemployment of women and two-thirds of your youth are out of 
work. 


Prices and taxes which systematically reduce the buying power of the 
workers, small and medium size farmers are constantly increasing, 
plunging a growing number of men and women of your country into dire 


poverty. 
Exile, Welfare, Scorn 


Cynically taking advantage of the situation, the ruling power encourages 
the people of Reunion to immigrate to France. Thus, one-fourth of your 
people have been led into exile. In France, the natives of Reunion, 
like those of Antilles, are confronted with redoubled exploitation, 

all kinds of discrimination and are subjected to displays of employer 
and governmental racism. 


While the people of Reunion are plundered of thcir efforts, the use of 
their natural wealth and the fruits of their labor, the ruling power 
and its local politicians cynically use welfare blackmail. Like all 
good colonialists, Giscard's followers and the RPR [Rally for the 
Republic] add scorn and oppression to plundering. 


Re jection of the National Identity of Reunion 


They are scornful in their refusal to acknowledge the originality of the 
people of Reunion, their own national identity, their intangible right 
to take charge of their affairs, to live, work and decide for the 
-ountry. 


They eve scornful when FR 3 [French radio network] and the rightist press 
spread lying, demagogic propaganda while the Reunionese Communist Party 
and its secretary general Paul Verges are practically forbidden, with a 
few exceptions, air time. 


They are scornful when all important decisions about Reunion are made in 
Paris and imposed by a prefect whose powers are those of a true 
governor. 


They are scornful when voting fraud is systematized, when it surfaces in 
broad daylight as is currently the case that a UDF | Union for the Defense 
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of the Republic] elected official and a former prefect of Reunion were 
directly responsible for it and benefit from the totally intolerable 
official complaisance and complicity. 


A Commercial and Military Base 


The policy of the French government and big employers, already dramatic 
for a growing number of inhabitants of Reunion, is fraught with dangers 
for the very future of Reunion, 


It is plunging your country into cultivating a single crop, sugar cane, 
when the other crops are in a recession, thus blocking a true agricultur- 
al diversification, while the risks are piling up on the sugar crop 

and industry. The recession in the fishing and handicraft industries 

is coubluntie while the already weak industrial sector is going downhill. 





The various governmental plans, announced with great demagogic flourishes, 
like the last involving the development of plateaus, have been marked 

by failures. This is because their objective is oniy to allow monopolies 
to make superprofits. For them, Peunion is a consumers’ market, fed 

by public credits, reserves of maritime wealth and, above all, a 
strategic military and commercial base. 


An Evil Policy 


The difficult situation which the people and country of Reunion are 
facing is not caused by historic or geographic fatality. It is the 
deliberate policy of Giscard's government and big employers who in 
France, want to make the people bear the burden of the crisis and, in 
the DOMs [overseas departments], want to perpetrate and extend colonial 
domination with disastrous consequences, 


This policy which is harmful to the interests of Reunion and its people 
is coming up against bitter struggles. 


They have obliged the government and employers to retreat and the popular 
forces have also achieved considerable successes, 


The Right‘: Disarray 


In this situation, the ruling power understands that its promises and 
demagogy will no longer do the trick, as we say, We can see how the 
loss of their policy's credibility is plunging local reactionaries into 
a deep gloom, if not disarray. 


Thus, to maintain its colonial tutelage, it is reinforcing its anti- 
Gemocratic policy, strengthening its administration and its military 











machinery. Arbitrary measures, violation of human rights and repressive 
measures are increasing. 


At the same time, it is conducting a formidable anticommunist campaign. 
It is attempting through it to hinder the development of the workers’ 
struggle, to prevent them from extending their struggle politically by 
joining the communists’ struggle. It is the same manoeuvre in France, 
the same anticommunist operation, in which the PS [Socialist Party] is 
actively participating. They fear the PCF and they fear the PCR, 


However, their campaign is a failure in France and Reunion. Here, they 
could not prevent Paul Verges's election to the European assembly, they 
were unable to prevent the people cf Sainte Suzanne from electing a 
communist mayor and they will not be able to prevent future PCR 
successes, 


The Peoples’ Struggles Are Scoring Points 


I add that this campaign shows that French imperialism is quite con- 
cerned about this region of the world where it wishes, in accord with 
American and English imperialists and with the complicity of South 
African racists, to play an expanded role in imperialism's counter- 
offensive in the Indian Ocean, 


Indeed, the struggles of peoples for their liberty and progress are 
scoring points, as the victory of Zimbabwe and the successes of 
Madagascar and Mozambique show. 


More than ever, the objective of making the Indian Ocean a zone of peace 
is of current interest, an essential struggle to assure security and 
peace in this vital area of the world, 


On the subject, we have noted with the greatest interest President 
Didier Ratsiraka’s recent proposals. 


We communists have another view of the world, of the future of people 
and humanity. All over the world, people are rising up to eliminate 
poverty and decide their fate themselves: they are right! We are with 
them, we are struggling together, 


‘We Are Living in the Time of Revolutions* 


It must be recognized we are living in ‘the time of revolutions,* when 
existing socialism has proved itself by its human and social 
achievements for peace and disarmaments when it is being practiced in 
many countries; when it strengthens its place and its decisive role, 
especially in favor of peace and when the advance of peoples struggling 
for their emancipat‘»mn causes imperialism to suffer serious reverses, 
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as in Iran, Cambodia and Afghantetan, 


While maintaining, wherever it can, dictatorshipe in ite pay and con- 
servative governments, imperialieam has today given 4 larger place to 
social democracy to attempt to limit the expansion of struggles for 
emancipation, independence and soclalioen, 


The Soclalist Party, which has already clearly proved it defends the 
Wrench colonial system, still uses the demagogic ‘third-world’ language, 
at the same time that it is taking ite place in administering neo- 
colonial relationships set up by the DEC. 


In opposition, in Mexico, Alaiers, Mozambique and Madagascar, Georges 
“Marchais had the opportunity to exprees the idea that the Mrench 
Communists intend to increase their activity and initiatives in the 
necessary, irgent struggle to impose a new international economic order, 
which is basel on the independence of peoples and mastery of their 
resources, on halting neocolonial plundering and on establishing economic 
relationships based on gutual interest. We firmly reject the ideas which 
try to oppose the interests of our country's working class with those 

of peoples in developing countries, to justify austerity. 


This, too, is in the interest of the French people. Indeed, the policy 
of big tuwiness ant *rench inrerialien is sinking into an unprecedented 
crisis. 


The Crisis in France 


During the presidency of Giscard d'Sstaing, the number of unemployed 
workers has tripled, poverty is on the increase and affects 18 million 
French citizens, ‘leaning on anticommunisn, the ruling power and 
employers attack acquired rights, freedom. 


In Prance, too, they scorn human beings. All social inequalities are 
accentuated, Not everyone in Giscard's France is gro. ing poorer. The 
richest are growing richer ani richer. The ‘solutions’ of the ruling 
power and big business do not provide prospects for ending the crisis. 


Giscard's policy is threatening our country with a decline in all areas. 
However, to do this, the ruling power must obtain the consent of the 
*rench, or in any case, their resignation. for this reason, they are 


trying to destroy any hope of change, or revolutionary alternative to 
solve the crisis, 


Relentlessly pursuing their strategic political objective, the right and 
the °S have redoubled their efforts since March 1978 to attempt to 
weaken the PCF, They have totally failed. The policy of the ruling 








power faced lively opposition by the workers and considerable successes 
nave been made in very difficult struggles, Demonstrations and strikes 
in “rance show this geat “ighting spirit of the workers, More than 
ever, because o° the unceasing activity of the PC’ and its strategic 
cholces at the 22nd and 23rd congresses, change is the order of the day 
in our country and in the minds of the workers, 


Re jection of the Consensus 


Por this reason, the ruling power and the employers are not getting a 
consensus for their policy of crisis and national surrender, despite the 
efforts of socialist leaders. After reneging on their commitments on 
the ‘oint program and causing the fa lure of the left in 1978, they 
continued to speak of the union of the left, while they moved away from 
it. In practice, they support the international policy of Carter and 
Schmidt, they even accuse Giscard of not doing enough against the 
socialist countries, They speak of the left, but they are partisans of 
austerity. 


At an impasse, the Socialist leaders are somewhat frightened. This 
explains their current anticomnmist overreaction. OSverything shows to 
what extent the right and the PS fear the PCF and are working at all 
costs t waken it before the next elections. This is because the PCF 
is the only party to defend the workers, the only one to oppose 
privileges, the only one to propose true change. 


That is why, ‘or the past few months, non-stop campaigns of hatred and 
calumny of unheari-of violence have been carried out in successive waves 
by the right and the FPS. In turn, the events of Vietnar, Cambodia, 
A’ghanistan and Cuba serve as a pretext for lies and arti communist 
attacks. 





Likewise, the campaign of rightist and PS newspapers against our party's 
secretary general, Comrade Georges “archais have reached heights of 
hatred and meanness. We have replied point by point and this operation 
collapsed lamentably. Its instigators have not come out of this enhanced. 
I want to take this opportunity to thank the PCR for the warm message of 
solidarity sent to Georges Marchais. 


The Prize of Presidential Elections 
Such bitterness toward anticommunism is revealing and calls for reflection. 


The presidential elections are quite a prize. They will be an important 
moment in class confrontation. Everyone fears the communist candidate, 
the workers’ candidate in the presidential elections. They know that 
the same or greater voting strength of the PCF on this occasion would 
permanently check their strategy of crisis management and allow for new 
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progress on the path o* union and change.

The first observation to be made is that “the Indian Ocean, Peace Zone," has 
become a demand of such strength that powers such as France not only can no 
longer ignore it or merely take a position, but rather, must take a posi- 
tion in the direction desired by the countries bordering on the Indian 
Ocean. 


Naturally, “there's many a slip ‘twixt the cup and the lip” and ‘twixt 

words and deeds. In a very brief interview on FR} on the occasion of the 
Fifth Congress of our party, Paul Verges recalled that the watchword "Indian 
Ocean, Peace Zone" must not be taken lightly, that it is a question of a 
very urgent task in the view of the threats to our region. He said that in 
order to attain that objective, a certain number of precise measures must 

be taken. These measures range from the “denuclearization” of the Indian 
Ocean to the dismantling of the military bases set up by foreign powers 

in the Indian Ocean. 


In this connection, the French attitude is revealed by its position on the 
establishment of a permanent base of aggression on Diego-Garcia by the U. S. 
Army, as well as its foothold in Oman and Kenya and its desire to move into 
Berbera in Somalia. 


The only attitude consistent with the remarks of Minister Jean-Francois 
Poncet is that France act with countries on the Ocean to obtain the dis- 


mantling of these bases. 











Without a doubt, France will argue that it ia a country on the Ocean in 
order to participate in the coming conferences or initiatives relating to 
the Indian Ocean, Here also, as one of the main military powers in the 
[ndian Ocean, it must contribute to a reduction in tension, put an end to 
the arms race, Furthermore, within the framework of a general agreement 
guaranteeing peace in the Indian Ocean, it will have to respond to the 
expectations of countries on the Ocean as to ite own military bases 
(whose current size ia out of all proportion to the defense of 500,000 
people!), 


The second observation that must be made is that France's position consti- 
tutes a recognition of the accuracy, the solid basis and impact of the 

recent proposal of Malagasy President Didier Ratsiraka. It will be recalled 
that the latter, on the occasion of the anniversary of the Malagasy social- 
ist revolution, proposed that an international conference be held in Mada- 
gaecar between now and 1981-1982, at which countries on the Ocean, the United 
States, the USSR, China, the European Community and nations belonging to 

the Bureau of the Movement of Nonalined Nations would join together in exam- 
ining the bases for an international agreement on the Indian Ocean, Peace 
Zone. He also outlined the main directions of the work. 


This is an event of great historical significance: The president of a 
former colony, independent for only 20 years, now expresses the common wil! 
of the hundreds of millions of men and women in our region. 


The former colonial power must recognize the strength of that demand, This 
is a tact which in our country, we hope, will enable some (whose thoughts 
are still caught between two pre-Cambrian strata) to understand the evolu- 
tion of the situation. 


The third observation to be made is that in Reunion, no one previously 
spoke about "Indian Ocean, Peace Zone," except to fight or denigrate the 
objective, no one except...the autonomists and the communists, whose Fifth 
Congress made peace in the Indian Ocean its main foreign policy task. 


In his closing speech, Paul Verges reminded those at the congress that "the 
central task on this level is spreading the idea of and supporting the con- 
ference for an ‘Indian Ocean, Peace Zone.'" 


Tne French minister has therefore unwittingly doffed his hat to the policy 
of cue Reunion Communist Party.

DOMESTIC ECONOMIC CRISIS VIEWED 
Saint Denis TEMOIGNAGES in French 24 Jul 80 p 1 
[Editorial: "A New Fact") 


[Text] The crisis discussed at length at our party's recent congress is not 
just an empty word. It is a fact which our entire country faces every day. 


Nor are the broadening, deepening and acceleration of the crisis merely 
illusory; on the contrary. These are phenomena that one observes constantly, 
phenomena that every person can see and every day a little more clearly 

than the day before or two days before. 


The example of the planters is particularly illustrative. 


At the beginning of this 1980 sugar season, cane planters are experiencing 
the expansion, deepening and acceleration of the crisis that has stricken 
our agriculture for many years. 


For their survival and the survival of tyis type of production, which has 
been and continues to be the wealth of Reunion, in spite of everything, 

they are rightfully demanding a price of 200 francs for a ton of cane. With 
the exception of Jean-Paul Virapoulle and Paul Gerrand, the only two "plant- 
ers" to set themselves apart, one can say that there is unanimity of the 
planting world on the 200-franc price: unanimity of trade union organiza- 
tions, the CGPER [expansion unknown], the SDEAR [expansion unknown], the 
former CDJA [expansion unknown] and even the FEDECANNE [expansion unknown], 
in spite of Jean-Paul Virapoulle and Paul Gerrand; and unanimity of the 
planters, no matter which trade union organization they belong to. 


In the face of this unanimity, the government responds with a price of 
174.45 francs, and everyone knows perfectly well — the planters first and 
foremost, but the government as well -- that at such a price, the planters 
will lose money. Some would see their purchasing power diminished; others 
would lose income. 


Moreover, 174.45 francs for a ton of cane means that there can no longer be 
any more question of relaunching cane growing. 
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What ia worse, it is now being decided, with the earlier startup, not to 
give planters the share of that money which is rightfuily theirs. They are 
also being told that starting now, they will not be paid normally in Janu- 
ary and April. 


The general feeling among planters today is that they have been caught in 
a trap. This is so true that even FEDECANNE [expansion unknown] leaders 
are trying to clear their names, 


The case of the geranium planters is scarcely any brighter; on the contrary. 


The collapse of production, naturally due to Hyacinth, but also to the neg- 
lect of the ruined planters, carries the seed of the end of the geranium 
planters and the death of geranium growing, which all agree is already 
moribund, 


The various types of aid granted are now used up but the conditions do not 
yet exist for a resumption of production in the relatively near future. This 
has to do with the fact that weakened by the continuing crisis, the profes- 
sion has neither the means nor the will for a new start. 


This worsening of the situation of bth the geranium planters and the cane 
growers is something new and must be taken note of, 


The impasse is total. It illustrates the fact that this policy of depart- 
mentalization, after more than 30 years, has not made it possible to solve 
or supply any remedy for the serious problems facing our agriculture. 


This is not any accident. 


On the contrary, it is the result of a policy decided upon in Paris, a 
policy imposed on our country, a policy that turns its back on the funda- 
mental interests of Reunion and the Reunionese people. 


It is that policy which is now losing even more of its credibility. 


Given this situation, the planters and other social categories have no 
other solution than to fight. 


They must fight, as the planters in the East have been doing for 2 days, to 
safeguard both individual rights and through them, the rights of the country. 


But it is also a fight to make a fundamental change in policy because the 
one applied to date has had its day and has demonstrated that it can in no 
way provide a satisfactory solution to the tundamental interests of the 
people of Reunion or those of their country. 


For those of us in the Communist Party, this depends upon granting the right 
of the Reunionese people to take full charge of their destiny, within the 
framework of democratic autonomy of the people.

DECREASE IN GERANIUM OUTPUT CALLED 'CATASTROPHIC' 


Saint Denis TEMOIGNAGES in French 22 Jul 80 p 7 





[Text] The latest figures on the geranium harvest for the month of May 
emphasize, if there were any need to do so, the catastrophic situation 
in which geranium planters have found themselves since Hurricane Hyacinth. 


Throughout the entire month of May this year, only 663 kilograms of essence 
of geranium were harvested, compared with 5 tons in May 1979. 


Since the beginning of the year, the geranium cooperative and the trade 
union put together have harvested a total of 14,224 tons ot essence, while 
for the same 5 months in 1979, over twice that amount (32.4 tons) was har- 
vested, representing a little over 42 percent of the total 1979 production 
(76,5 tons). 


However, these figures on the harvest since 1 January of this year include 
the essence distilled and delivered before Hyacinth (8,628 tons collected 
in January), as well as the essence distilled and delivered before Hyacinth 
(3,753 tons gathered in February). Therefore, if one excludes the essence 
distilled before the hurricane and delivered in January or February, one 
can measure the true extent of the disaster. 


In fact, in March, April and May, after Hyacinth, not even 2 tons of essence 
of geranium were harvested and distilled: 1 ton and 843 kilograms, to be 
precise. In contrast, 14.7 tons of essence -- 7 to 8 times more! -- were 
harvested during the same three months last year. 


Furthermore, for the month of June, it is not anticipated that any more than 
a few hundred kilograms of essence will be distilled and delivered to col- 
lecting organizations, which would bring the total amount of essence produced 
and collected during the first half of 1980 to some 15 tons at most. 


Disaster 


One can already see the neglect of geranium planters during the months fol- 
lowing the hurricane will greatly affect production this year, much more

than the hurricane itself, for if the fine words from officials and the 
commitments made by everyone had been kept, the situation of the harvests 
for March, April and May would not have been changed, but producers would 
at least have been able to look to the end of the year under better condi- 
tions. 


Consequently, it must be said that in view of production since the hurri- 
cane up until the months of May and June, and considering the past and 
continuing neglect of planters, it appears little likely that production 
this year will exceed half of last year's. 


The situation is all the more disastrous because a great effort was made 

by geranium planters last year and the results recorded before the hurricane 
indicated that there was a good chance that the 1979 production would be 
surpassed. Instead of that harvest corresponding to the efforts and sacri- 
fices made by planters, they have known a catastrophe. 


Threat to Survival of Planters 


Concerning sales of geranium, they are nearly comparable this year to those 
made last year: for the first 5 months, 28.9 tons compared with 30.8 tons 
in 1979. However, there is a difference: The year 1980 began with a stock 
of 28 tons, while 1979 began with only 12.4 tons. 


Furthermore, sales were higher for the first 2 months (12.7 tons in January 
and February of this year compared with 10.7 tons last year), but clearly 
lower for the following 3 months (16.1 tons in March, April and May of this 
year compared with 20.1 tons last year, or nearly a 20-percent drop compared 
with 1979), 


The amount on hand at the beginning of the year and the drop in sales during 
the last 3 months explain why stock at the end of May was not lower (13.3 
tons this year compared with 14 tons last year). But this is a more than 
precarious situation, considering that there is, prictically speaking, no 
more harvest because it will be only a few hundred kilograms a month conm- 
pared with several tons last year. 


If nothing decisive is done to give real aid to geranium planters in order 
to meet the problem head-on, then it is production and the planters who 
make their living from geranium that are threatened.

DROUGHT FORCES GOVERNMENT TO TAKE DESPERATE MEASURES

With rain falling over two months 
late in Senegal, a correspondent 
reports on some of the effects of the 
latest drought with which the 
government in Dakar will have to 
deal. 


AT LAST, rain has started to fall in 
Senegal. For weeks Senegalese had been 
becoming increasingly anxious about the 
delay in the rains. Livestock has already 
been decimated by the lack of rain, and 
panic has been setting in with the prospect 
of a real drought raising the spectre of 
famine in the country. 

With so little rain in the south in the two 
preceeding months seeds had not 
germinated and it was generally feared that 
the harvest would be even more 
catastrophic than in the previous two years. 
However, heavy rains began to fall on July 


26 in the south und have spread Sie 
the country. The me 

say that the rains are likely to continue B 
sere time, 

It had already been reported that 
Senegilese livestock was hungry and ill, 
Ven had become affected by infectious 
dicuses resulting in the deaths of some 
164.000 cattle. In the Djollof and the 
Meuve zones alone 75,000 sheep and goats 
have died of hunger. A month ago it was 
reported that sheep were being slaughtered 
much earlier than is normally the case. In 
all, about half a million cattle are 
threatened and require food aid. Stock 
breeders and herders are searching around 
for twigs and branches in completely 
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denuded scrublund. The last hope is 
thought to be the upland pastures for what 
will prove to be a very long “hungry” 
season. 


Rural 
hunger 


In Sine Salloum, millet has only 
germinated in some areas in the department 
of Nioro, the other areas offer no hope. 
At Djourbel there is a shortage of 
food and the region needs at least 8,000 
tonnes of millet to avoid the worst. This is 
thought to be the worst delay in rains for the 
Casamance in four years, that is since the 
height of the drought. A large proportion of 
the rural population ts reported to be going 
hungry and livestock is suffering and 
becoming more susceptible to disease. 
The fact is that even with the belated arrival 
of the rains the worst damage has already 
been done. It will only aggravate an 
economy that is seriously weakened by over 
a decade of erratic climatic performances 
and poor management of the rural 
economy. The fears created by the latest 
drought are therefore that much greater. 
Agricultural results are thought to have 
been seriously affected. Agriculture 
represents close to half of Senegals exports 
and is responsible for over a third of the 
gross domestic production. Industry, 
especially the groundnut processing 
facilities, which play an impo tant part in 
the Senaglese industnal system will have 
their workload greatly reduced again. The 
consequences of the drought can only have 
reduced the hopes the government had of 




















bringing Senegal out of the economn 
decline which had acelerated dangerously 
in the last few years. There is, too, the effect 
that the livestock deaths and lack of food 
will have in main urban centres. 

The government, speaking partly 
through the Solei/, has made both its 
bitterness and fears clear, “With 
international aid having been neither 
prompt nor meeting our needs, we have 
above all to rely on ourselves. With 
requirements of foodstuffs at 118,000 
tonnes, international assistance to our 
country has been limited (goods received 
and pledges) to less than 50,000 tonnes. 
Cereal stocks in the villages are spent. 
Millet has disappeared from the markets 
and is sold by certain speculators at 100 
CFA francs to the kilo... 


“What is at stoke is to offer food and 
water to human and animals in order to 
meet with the challenge of a period before 


the neat harvest wha h will be the jonge: ti 
our twenty years of independeme These 
conditions dictate the revision of ow 
agricultural policies, the transformation of 
the nature of our agricultural pobeies, the 
transformation of our industrial maternal 
which depends on agriculture, the creation 
of well equipped production centres . 

“The end of the rains could mean for the 
State the loss of several billion CFA frances 
which were used for the purchase of seeds 
and subventions for fertilisers. Ht could also 
mean a nse in the debts of the peasiunts, 
currently estimated at seven billion CRA 
frances. Millions of peasants and pastoralists 
are threatened, 

Our country is being seriously tested by 
the persistint drought which could result in 
the revision of numerous projects which 
ultimately depand on the performance of 
the agricultural sector. This is particularly 
the case with the administrative reforms, 
the success of the collection of rural taxes 
and the restucturing of co-operatives which 
are tributaries of agricultural production.” 

In effect, Le Soleil, is suggesting that the 
drought could bring the country to a 
complete standsull. 

The government has prepared a 
programme for the delivery of food to 
assure subsistence until the next harvest, 
and seeds to replace those which have been 
lost because of their failure to germinate 
with the lack of rain. 
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Livestock 
programme 


The state has also outlined and started a 
programme to save livestock by offering 
supplies of food for animals at the symbolic 
price of 10 CFA francs to the kilo. There is 
little doubt that the hardest hit sector at 
present is stockbreeding with the drought 
having already destroyed the pastureland. 
In Djourbel, there have been cases of 
peasants totally bereft of other resources 
with which to feed their animals have been 
forced to take down the straw from their 
huts to feed the animals. It has also been 
reported that a high incidence of deaths 
among livestock has been caused by animals 
so thirsty or *8 that they have been 
eating anything they can find, including 
plastic materiak,’ resulting in gastric 
complications and death. 

Another sector in which the state had 
hoped to see an improvement was in its 
reafforestation programme. This is now 
threatened because the level of humidity 
required for the survival of the plants is too 
low. Ly 

Although the government has been 
trying for some time, and especially in the 
last few months to reform the system, the 
consequences of these policies as well as the 
larger technical projects such as 
reafforestation or dam construction will 
only be felt in several years. This leaves the 
Senegalese government having to take 
desparate short term measures and 
diverting finances for medium and lo 
term projects to the immediate issues.

CLOSING OF EMBASSY IN NEW DELHI CONSIDERED 'FALSE ECONOMY'

THE SUDDEN announcement from 
Dakar that the Senegalese Government had 
decided to close its 20 diplomatic missions, 
including the one in India, came as a big 
surprise in New Deihi. The Senegalese 
Ambassador in New Delhi, Dr. Babacar 
Diop, and his colleagues in the Embassy, 
were pained to get this news from Dakar. 
Dr. Diop, a man of learning, who had 
the 


since left India, where he spent six years, at 
what was his first diplomatic assignment. As 
a Dean of the Heads of African diplomats, 
his absence is now being felt. 

Known for his outspokeness, he readily 
admitted that the closure of the mission in 
New Delhi was a big mistake. While the 20 
missions have been closed as part of an 
economy drive, he felt confident that after 
his return to Dakar he will be able to 
persuade President Senghor to reconsider 
the decision, at least on New Deihi mission. 

While »m economy drive is a good 
exercise in Third World countnes, Indian 
observers of the African scene were a bit 
amused after it came to be known here that 
only a few months earlier President 
Senghor had agreed to the doubling of his 
national army from its present strength to 
15,000. It is difficult to underStand why 

Senegal needs a bigger army, when there is 
no visible threat to the country’s security. 
Far more money could be saved from the 
army than from the closure of the missions. 
The closure of missions is, therefore, being 
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taken as a political decision and President 
Senghor is perhaps hoping that the donor 
countries and the African Development 
Bank will be more sympathetic to the state 
of Senegal's poor economy and will become 
liberal in giving larger aid, doubling of the 
army, notwithstanding. 

According to a rough estimate, saving 
from the closure of the Embassy in New 
Deihi is less than $200,000 annually. This 


saving is jusi peanuts considering the 
benefits the mission was providing to 

by way of Indo-Senegalese economc 
co-operation. 


On the eve of his departure, Dr. Diop 
told newsmen in New Delhi on June 30 that 
India was collaborating with Senegal in 
setting up a phosphatic fertiliser project in 
his country. Indian equity participation will 
be $ 100m. in the project which is estimated 
to cost $300m. He said that this was the 
biggest project being undertaken in his 
country. According to him a company that 
could carry out this project, a joint venture, 


held a meeting of its board of directors 
recently in New Dethi. 

Dr. Diop said a 20-member delegation of 
Indian experts would shortly visit Senegal 
to study the prospects of assisting his 
country in setting up small and 
medium-scale industries. Giving his 
personal assessment, Dr. Diop said Senegal 
considered India the only alternative in the 
Third World which could assist them in the 
industrial, scientific and agricultural fields, 
without attaching strings. Elaborating this 
point, he said the economies of India and

PARLIAMENT RATIFLES LOME 11 CONVENTION 
AB192137 Freetown Domestic Service in English 2000 GMT 19 Aug 80 


[Excerpts] Parliament today ratified the second Lome convention, which 
marked a major step forward in the strengthening of economic cooperation 
between the European Economic Community, (EEC), and 58 African, Caribbean 
and Pacific, (ACP), states. 


[Word indistinct] A government motion to that effect, the minister of 
Development and Economic Planning, Dr 5.S. Banya, informed parliamentarians 
on the benefits which have accrued to this country under the first EEC-ACP 
Lome convention just ended. Like any agreement reached after long and 
difficult negotiations, Dr Banya said, the second Lome convention is a 
compromise that does not fully satisfy all the parties concerned. The 

EEC, he said, had to concede more to the strength of the ACP agruments 

than it had anticipated and did not get what it wanted in several points. 


Dr Banya however conceded that though response to ACP countries’ requests 
did not always meet their expectations, yet compromise, which is the 
inevitable conclusion of any well-balanced negotiations, had prevailed. 

Dr Banya informed the House that government is now giving the highest 
priority co diversifying the economy with the hope of increased agricultural 
production. He outlined government's objectives in this direction, which 
includes self-sufficiency in food production, a sustained increase in the 
production of export crops and an overall improvement in rural living 
conditions. 


Dr Banya cited the EEC's allocation under the first Lome convention of 
about 48 million leones for development projects in this country as a 
typical example. He added that in order for government to achieve its 
agricultural objectives for this country, the strategy adopted in recent 
years has been the implementation of integrated agricultural development 
projects which, in addition to crop production, inciude feeder roads, 
market centers, village well schemes and health centers, 


He envisaged assistance to the tune of about 78 million leones under the 
second Lome convention, a proportion of which includes [word indistinct] 











providing electricity and water supply for a |word indistinct] university, 
health centers and more equipment and hostels for teacher training colleges. 
Dr Banya informed the House that the country's infrastructural development

THE DEBATE io the House of Assembly on the Health Vote of 
nearly $84 million has been so wide ranging—and with many 
acrimonious personality clashes—that the basic intention of the 
Government seems to have become obscured. 

The intention is to give the masses free medical care and, 
what ie most important, to reduce the need for expensive hospital 
treatment by encouraging and teaching the people how to keep 
fit. The emphasis will be on prevention. 

This is « laudable aim. To achieve it, the plan is first 
to train village health workers so that they will be able to deal 
with hygiene and the provision of elean water and basic 
sanitation. 

Newly trained doctors from the University will have to 
spend three years im rural areas. and general practitioners, who 
are normally more concerned with curative measures, will 
encouraged to contribute to the State service. 

There are unlikely ever to be enough conventionally trai 
doctors to go round. So if the people have faith in their 
traditional healers, it is oot being foolhardy to include them in 
the scheme. under Ministry control. 

All this seems not only reasonable but desirable as a quick 
means of bringing better bealth to more people. But its success 
will depend on two factors—the standard of training of the 
health workers and the willing involvement of the people. 

We do not co slong with Dr Ushewokunze when he says 
be would aot objet to private hospitals built by organisations 
outside the country. but he would object to those built by internal 
organisations “who want to cireumvent Government policy”. 

Surely Zimbabweans who seek to provide such facilities 
would be doing so for all races and to help, aot hinder, the 
Government's aim of better health for all

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GOVERNMENT PROBES SQUATTER PROBLEM

[Text] The Minister of Lands, Resettlement and Natural Resources, Dr Syd- 
ney Sekeramayi, said yesterday the Government was aware of the situation in 
Nyamandhlovu where tribal people were settling on two ranches owned by ab- 
sentee landlords. 


"We are looking into it," he said. 


The farms are Groote Schuur (28 158 ha), owned by Bechuanaland Exploration 
Co. Led., and land known as Buda A, Buda C and Lot One of White's farm 
(totalling 5 000 ha) owned by Matex Estate (Pvt.) Ltd, a company in liquida- 
tion. 


The Minister made his comment in reply to a question asking if he planned 
to acquire the farms for resettlement schemes, or whether the national in- 
terest would be better served if they were returned to beef production. 


Teibal families had recently settled in increasing numbers along the riverine 
strip beside the Umgusa River, the secretary of Nyamandhlovu Rural Council, 
Mr Fred Duckworth, said in an interview. 


Both the council and Nyamandhlovu ICA committee were anxious that the 
squatter problem should be settled "one way or the other", Mr Duckworth 
said. 


"The ICA is trying to persuade the owners to re-occupy the farms and run 
them commercially or sell them." 


A resettlement scheme in the middle of Nyamandhlovu could have repercus- 
sions, but would be better than the present situation, he said. 


"We think the Government could find better land than these two ranches for 
resettling people." 


There was plenty of State-owned forest land in the Nyamandhiovu area. The 
squatters should become State tenants and carry on their farming activities 
in those areas, he suggested. 
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There appeared to be just a few famtilea--about 200 people»-involved, he 
said. They had "just drifted on to the land”, 


Groote Schuur farm had been dormant for two years. SHefore that it had been 
4 large-scale ranching enterprise, Mr Duckworth said, "They took their 
manager out two years ago.” 


The Matex Estate farms were last worked four years ago, he said, 


The Bulawayo firm of liquidators handling Matex Estate would not comment 
but it is known the Land is up for sale. 


Mr Sydney Gregory, general manager of the Bechuanaland Exploration Co., 
said his company had not left Groote Schuur unoccupted "as they are saying’. 


"We have had 600 European-owned cattle grazing there--neighbours' cattle. 

The farm homestead was occupied by the manager of a small sawmills enterprise, 
Renfee Timbers, which was "tied up with Anglo American Corporation", he 

said. 

At the request of the police, sentence has been postponed on 18 tribes- 

people who pleaded guilty in Nyamandhlovu Magistrates’ Court to refusing 


to leave Groote Schuur farm when requested by the owner to do so.

YOUTHS KILLED IN MINEFIELD--Umtali. Two youths were killed in an explo- 
sion while they were trying to cross the border minefield into Mozambique 
last Friday, an Umtali police spokesman reported. A third youth escaped 
unhurt in the incident, which took place near the Alumina Mine, Penhalonga 
district. A helicopter with army engineers was sent to the scene to case- 
vac them, but the two were already dead. The spokesman also said war ma- 
terial had been found in the Umtali and Penhalonga areas. The ma*erial in- 
cluded an SKS rifle, an 82 mm mortar bomb and 23 slabs of TNT. Meanwhile, 
a member of ZANLA and a ZANU (PF) official based at a party farm at Goro- 
monzi have been arrested in connection with the stabbing and assault of a 
tribesman from the Chikore area north of Mayo. Police said the victim 
was in a satisfactory condition in Rusape hospital. Three people were ar- 
rested on Monday in connection with the murder of Mrs Emma Chipakatira at 
Shinja Dip, Muwusha tribal area, on Sunday, the police spokesman said.

BULAWAYO'S STATUES--The historic statues of Cecil John Rhodes, founder of 
Rhodesia, and Sir Charles Coghlan, first Premier of Southern Rhodesia, were 
winched and hoisted off their plinths in Bulawayo last night. Rhodes' 
statue and that of Coghlan, erected in 1930, were by the eminent British 
sculptor, John Tweed, and both were case in bronze. The City Council made 
its arrangements for the removal of the statues quietly, and hoped the noc- 
turnal operations would attract no crowds and cause no traffic problems, 
but an early announcement on ZTV drew a crowd of about 300 spectators to 
the Rhodes statue at 8 p. m. The Mayor, Councillor Mike Constandinos, the 
Town Clerk, Mr lan Edmeades, and the Director of Building and Amenities, 

Mr Mike Habgood, watched. Several police, one with a dog, were present. 
There were no hostile incidents. The removal, accomplished in an hour, went 
smoothly. The statues were taken to the National Museum where both pieces 
will be stored for an unspecified period. The Mayor said: "In a year of 
office that has had many exhilarating moments, this is the only sad one. 

I feel these two men--Rhodes and Coghlan--have been totally misunderstood. 
"Neither were racists. Rhodes ended a war by negotiation and dreamed of 
peace. Coghlan led the stand against joining South Africa. Do people 
ever realise that this country could have been the fifth province of South 
Africa with its apartheid measures? "They were two great men, responsible 
for the development of this wonderful country."
